Cancel Claim 28. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-27, 29 and 30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record neither shows nor suggests a projection system 
comprising all of the elements as set forth in claim 1 and particularly the combination of 
elements as follows: "a rectilinearly reciprocating cylindrical lens array which advances 
color beams along different paths upon reciprocation, so as to scroll the color beams" 
and "a light valve which receives the scrolled color beams transmitted by the cylindrical 
lens array and forms a color image by turning pixels on or off according to the input 
image signal". 
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The prior art of record neither shows nor suggests a method of projecting an 
image comprising all of the steps of claim 29 and particularly the combination of steps 
as follows: "scrolling the color beams by reciprocating an optical element having a 
plurality of lens cells arranged to form a plate" and "focusing the color beams onto a 
light valve and turning pixels of the light valve one of on and off according to a received 
image signal so as to form a color image". 

The prior art of record neither shows nor suggests a projection system 
comprising all of the elements of claim 30, and particularly the combination of elements 
as follows: "only one rectilinearly reciprocating cylindrical lens array which advances 
color beams along different paths upon reciprocation, so as to scroll the color beams" 
and "a light valve which receives the scrolled color beams transmitted by the cylindrical 
lens array and forms a color image by turning pixels on or off according to an input 
image signal". 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Janssen et al. U.S. Patent 6,619,802 B2 teaches multi-stripe scrolling for color 
projection. 

Sudo et al. U.S. Patent Application Publication US 2004/0056824 A1 teaches a 
stereoscopic image display apparatus and stereoscopic image display system. 

Tsikos et al. U.S. Patent Application Publication US 2003/0071123 A1 teaches a 
method of speckle-noise pattern reduction and apparatus therefor based on reducing 
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the temporal coherence of the planar laser illumination beam before it illuminates the 
target object by applying temporal intensity modulation techniques during the 
transmission of the PLIB towards the target.
